Joseph Ryan, who killed his brother- 
in-law, Eugene Mattingly, Saturday 
night, September 11, near Burks' dis¬ 
tillery in the Loretto vicinity, was ex¬ 
onerated at the examining trial held be¬ 
fore Judge John A. Burton m the coun¬ 
ty court Tuesday. Quite a number of 
witnesses were introduced by the Com¬ 
monwealth, and after hearing these the 
court sustained a motion by the defense 
to dismiss on the evidence that bed 
been heard, lhe testimony of all the 
witnesses tended to show, that young 
Ryan had acted in self defense. 

The story brought out at the trial 
was very much the same as given in 
the account of the tragedy appearing in 
the last issue sf The Enterprise. Ryan 
is 18 years of age and a son of Timothy 
Ryan, while Mattingly was 26 years of 
age, and a son of Sim Mattingly. He 
was a brother m-law of the young man 
who slew him, having married his sin- 
ter.

London.—In the meteorological com¬ 
mittee's annual report to the lords of 
the treasury. Issued recently, reference 
Is made to the weather reports re¬ 
ceived by wireless telegraphy from 
American liners since the commence¬ 
ment of the year. \ 

Seventy-eight messages were re- 
I ceived in January. 469 in February and 
j 672 In March, making a total for the 
three months of 1,210 reports. 

Of these. 67. or five per cent, ar¬ 
rived at the meteorological office with¬ 
in two hours of the time at which the 
observations were taken, or sufficiently 
early to be of service in connection 
wit« the weather map in current ubb. 
and 223 messages, or 18 per cent of 
the total number, arrived within 24 
houra of the lime of observations. 

Toward the close of the quarter 
there were, however, indications of a 
sensible reduction in the time occu¬ 
pied in the transmission of messages. 

At present the arrangements for the 
transmission of messages by radio-te¬ 
legraphy are not sufficiently developed 
for messages to be transmitted direct¬ 
ly from ships to shore stations from 
every part of the| Atlantic. 

For the more western portions of 
the map the committee Is dependent 
upon the transmission of messages 
from ship to ship and tljqp to the 
shore. The ship carrying, the mes¬ 
sage has frequently to wait some time 
before it comes within speaking dis¬ 
tance of the shore station, and in con¬ 
sequence considerable delay occurs in 
the transmission. 

The faster ships tend to become the 
receiving vessels for messages of all 
ships which they have passed en 
route, with the result that the signal 
officer on board the ships and the staff 
at the office find themselves In pos- 
aession of an overwhelming number of 
messages, some of which are already 
too old to be of immediate utility in 
forecasting. 

The accuracy of the transmission 
has been remarkable and the observa¬ 
tions have been good Many of t]ie- 
shiys carry only aneroid bamm^fers 
and in some Instances It haip-tfeen diffi¬ 
cult to brfng pressure dbservations 
into correspondence with lthose on a. 
neighboring ship or the ahjhre stations. 
This, therefore, says the/ committee, 
remains to be done before the system 
of reports by radio-teleg/aphy from the 
Atlantic can be brought! into a position 
to give a daily map of Ihe ocean.

Dollar wheat and 70-cent corn and oth¬ 
er agricultural products correspond¬ 
ingly advanced in price have revolu¬ 
tionised husbandry and stimulated the 
breaking up of vast areas of virgin 
aoil, as well as encouraging more sci¬ 
entific farming In old agricultural dis¬ 
tricts. This expansion of agriculture 
and the great profits realised from hus¬ 
bandry have broadened the demand 
for horses for farm use. A new era 
has dawned on the farm, where horses 
and machinery do the bulk of the work 
In tilling the soil and producing the an¬ 
nual crops. The farmer is master of 
the situation, a$ the profits of his 
yof ession Justify him (p psying a high¬ 
er price for horses than Is possible 
for the city consumer, who a score of 
years ago established the commercial 
value of horses.

Much of the ordinary store advertising is a hand- 
to-mouth sort of business; an effort to make tomor¬ 
row’s sales equal to today's or yesterday’s; and this 
is just as true of the department store as of the small¬ 
er shop. The advertisement appears in the morning 
and the me.chant figures out the net results in the 
evening. It is true that the bargain advertisement 
of today is of little, if any, use next week. It is for¬ 
gotten in twenty-four hours; but if the store makes 
a feature of genuine bargains, then each bargain sale 
helps to advertise the bargain department. The 
advertising ought to be done in such a way as to 
permanently advertise the department as well as to 
emphasize the bargains of the day. 

Don't go at it as if you were advertising an 
auction sale. As I said at the outset, your store is the 
seed in the soil; the advertising is the rain and the 
sunshine. Inexperienced advertisers dig up the seed 
every evening to see if it is growing; or pull up the 
young plant by the roots because it didn’t bear fruit 
or flowers the first week.

Good 
advertising should enable a merchant to sell $20 coats 
at $25 instead of $25 coats at $12.50; in other words, 
it should create confidence rather than doubt. As in 
stocks and bonds, the securities quoted above par are 
always more desirable in the thought of the investing 
public than are those quoted at a discount. 

Advertising is a tremendous force which in action 
contradicts all mechanical laws. The circumference 
and speed and working power increase, while the 
motor remains the same.
